B. B. Biohmond. 


He Expects to Establish a Factory 


for the 
Manufacture of This 


Article Here in Case the Demo- 
crats are Defeated In November. 


The McKinley duty on pearl buttons 
is* stimulated that industry to an ex- 
ent, in this country, that bids (air to 
remove the manufacture of pearl bnttons 
torn the prisons ot Austria to tbe United 
Kates for tbe consumption of our people, 
[bis means more chances for labor in 
.his country, and will transfer the de 
mand for skilled work, which is almost 
the total cost ot tbe button, from the 
criminal in foreign prisons, to the free 
and exalted labor ot American workmen. 
[t has not only stimulated the business 
as a whole, the result of which is tb»t 
we have increased from eleven pearl bnt- 
ton factories in the United States liefore 
tha passage ot tbe McKinley la'r, to 
between eighty and ninety at tbe present 
tim-; bnt it has also stimulated and in- 
duced men to venture into tie 
Among tbe latter we have an illustration 
ot this fact in the person of Rorno B.Rich- 
mond ot East Eldorado street. 


After the passage of tbe McKinley law 


Mr Richmond conceived tbe notion that 
a pearl button factory in Deoatnr wonld 
be a profitable concern, and he quietly 
applied his genius to devise means and 
mnohmery for the manufacture of these 
buttons. 
His experiments so far have 


been highly satisfactory and be has 
turned out a considerable number of 
rich and beautiful pearl buttons ot varied 
designs, and has satisfied himself that he 
can manufacture pearl bnttons success- 
fully, and sell them at a good profit for 
leas than foreign importers taxed oar 
people for them previous to the passage 
ot the new tariff law. 


Mr. Richmond makes his buttons from 


imported shells, which are very cheap, 
bnt be!has, also experimented with the 
shells found along the Sangamon river, 
and from them be says a cheap button 
can be made, bnt the formation is nuch 
as to render them useless foe the better 
and larger bnttons. 


This venture snd success on the part 


put ot Mr. Richmond is (one that ah mid 
and will enlist the intt rest of onr Dsoa- 
tur people. A pearl button factory here 
wonld be ot inestimable valne to ont 
city. It wonld give employment to 
workmen in such a factory, and this in 
turn wonld open up and confer benefits 
upon onr merchants and professional 
men, and also upon other labor in other 
pursuits, whether working upon our 
streets or building houses; and in addi- 
tion|to this would bring the peari;bntton 
maker t j our doors where we could feed 
and clothe him, and where he could con- 
tribute to onr institutions and oar 
churches, Instead ot buying the bnttons 
from those who have heretofore made 
them in foreign lands where he consumed 
nothing that we had to sell and contrib- 
uted nothing to our prosperity. 


Mr. Richmond having satisfied himself 


of the feasibility of starting au extensive 
factory here, says he will certainly open 
up on an exteneive scale if the Demo- 
cratic free trade tariff people are cot 
successful in tbe coming election. If 
they are, snob an attempt wonld be sui- 
cidal in face of the promised enactment 
of a free trade tariff, snob as is proposed 
by that party; for such a tariff will have 
the effect to kill oft American industries 
by opening oar ports to the products of 
foreign labor—products we could and 
ongnt to make for ourselves. 


It is to be hoped the Democratic party 


will not succeed. It it does not Deoatar 
will have another factory, and those now 
running will continue to exist. 


The pearl button industry is an impor- 


tant one, as may be seen by the fact that 
since the duty on them baa been raised 
to a protective point the industry has 
sprang, at a bound, from eleven factories, 
supplying 850 persons with wages aver- 
aging fro >. 89 to 812 a week, producing 
1500,000 worth ot buttons, to between 80 
and 90 factories, employing not less than 
4,000 operatives at wages averaging from 
115 to 824 a week—with a capital o£ 
over $1,000,000 and a production of over 
87,000,000 worth of pearl buttons a year, 
which are cow sold to the jobber cheaper 
than the foreign importer sold tbe same 
buttons to the jobber before the new 
tariff stimulated the industry, Thomas 
A. Webb, who is a pearl button manu- 
facturer at Newark, M. J., in a letter to 
tbe New York Tribune said: "The large 
buttons, such aa are used on cloaks, have 
fallen CO per cent, while the small bnt- 
tons are a little higher; 60-line bnttons 
have fallen from 820 to 810 per gross; 
56-line, from 815 to 88.50: 50-line, from 
812 to $7; 43-line, from 88 to 86; 40- 
line, from 86 to 85; 36-line, from $4 50 to 
83 75; while 30-lioa buttons nave ad- 
vanced from 82.75 per gross to 83.75; 28- 
line, same price, $2 50; 25-line, from 8110 
to 81.75." 


We are sorry to know that the only 


ibing now in tbe way ot a pearl button 
aotory in Deoatnr is tbe Democratic 
res trade tariff j but that party lias al- 
ways been a menace to American pros- 
perity.

Duty on Wheat.' 


A New York dispatch published in the 


daily papers of yesterday staled that tbe 
English parliament contemplated putting 
a duty upon, American wheat, and that 
pamphlets urging snob a policy were be • 
:ng distributed throughout England 
This oannot be true. It it in u ia tnu*su- 
jremeet piece of folly yet attempted by 
English statesmen, and can mean noth- 
ing less than a return to a protective 
tariff in that country. Free trade was 
brought about in England en account of 
the duty on breadetnffe. That country 
oonld not produce enough farm products 
to meet the demands of her consnmers*- 
workmen in factories and other callings 
outside of farming—and the tariffs on 
breadstnffa became a serious burden to 
the consumer. 


Gobdenwaaa manufacturer and tbe 


advance cost of breadstuff, on account of 
the conditions above stated, caused him 
bo pay his workmen higher wages than 
he supposed they might be employed at 
were the tariffs removed from the prod- 
ucts of English farms, and be clamored 
for free breadetoffe. Tbe result was that 
the tariff coc only on breadstnffa, bnt 
npen the manufacturers products as well, 
were removed and a free trade tariff wae 
adopted. 


The result, has been a depreciation ot 


land values in England, and in the last 
20 years 2,000,000 acres, three-fourths of 
which carried wheat, have been thrown 
out of arable cultivation. 
But tbe very 


thing which caused the outcry against 
tariffs on Breadstuff*, exists there to-day 
in a greater degree than in 1841, when 
Cobden clamored to make breadstuff* 
free. 
To restore the duty on wheat 


would therefore be impossible or im- 
practicable. 


This story may have been gotten out 


to affect the present campaign in this 
country; bnt if this ia tbe object, no in- 
telligert man will be deceived by it. 
This country with its enormous crops of 
1891 only had about 7 per cent, ot her- 
breadstnffa to sell abroad, and if, under 
ther the MoKinlcy tariff law, we succeed 
in establishing to the extent ot supply- 
ing the consumption of tin in this coup- 
try, tbe borne market will consume all 
the breadstntfs that we raise and it will 
make no difference whether England baa 
a duty on wheat or not, This is bnt an- 
other evidence of the correctness ot the 
position of the American protectionist, 
that what this country wants ie to build 
ourselves up to that point where it is 
abcolntely independent of the foibles and 
changes zn nations abroad, and this we 
are doing in spite of England ocd the 
Democratic party.

But, if, in an 
unguarded moment, he foolishly cuts 
the rope, by closing up the factories 
and workshops, with a free-trade vote, 
the inevitable njsult will be idleness of 
his neighbors, destruction of bis cus-

Parade of the Escort Olnb With

ohnA. rBrown presided as chairman, 


and made a brief talk on the wonderful 
growth of Deoatur, being third in per- 
centage of increase in population in ten 
years, On this spot thirty years ago 
there was a field of com. Mr. Brown 
had lived in the Fifth ward twenty-eight 
yean. He had worked in the ward at 
$1.25 a day, and now men in the ward 
are earning 82.50 and 98.011 a day. 
R. Q. WeUfl, foreman of the Union 
Iron Works, and an experienced worker 
in iron all his lite, was introduced as the 
first speaker. Mr. Wells was received 
with hearty applause, and without pre- 
liminary T*rbiage entered at onoeioto 
a discussion ot the tariff and labor ques- 
tion in Europe, England in particular. 
England has waxed strong BS a manu- 
facturing nation. 
Aa an agricultural 


country it cannot be compared with the 
State of Illinois. In the first congress 
ot the United States the protective 
system came up and a bill was passed. 
The question has been before us ever 
since. Since the war closed this country 
has made magnificent strides towardjpros 
perity. The Democrats to-day come be- 
fore us for a tariff for revenue only. The 
Bapnblioan are before us with (^protective 
tariff for the good ot this country. Ton 
have hard common sense and know which 
system has proven the beat for the conn- 
try and the wage workers, It was the 
south with Henry Watterson as leader 
that champions free trade, and the north- 
ern Democrats fall into line. Proteo- 
tiou protects. 
Wherever yon go the 


United States flag will protect you. In 
the case of the oases of cholera from 
Hamburg quarantine protected us. So 
will and so does the protective tariff sys- 
tem as applied to industries and wages. 
We have the official report of the Amal- 
gamated labor association in England, 
showing the rate of wages for engi- 
neers and firemen to be from 75o to 
82.00 a day, and all others trainmen in 
proportion. Railway men present knew 
what they receive in America. The 
question cf home consumption and ex- 
ports was diaoossed, as was also the good 
effects of reciprocity. It it had not been 
for the protective system we would not 
have the industries of which we oan 
boast. Men who oome to our shores 
from abroad do not go baok. This is 
the Eldorado in freedom and prosperity 
they long have dreamed of. We never 
did have free trade in this country and 
never will have it. Jnst now the manu- 
facturing establishments in England are 
greatly depressed. 
Many are closed. 


We are making ourselves everything we 
need, and more too. Protection does 
this. In other words, protection pro- 
teats. We will have the balance ot trade 
in our favor this year. Without protec- 
tion we would not be where we are to- 
day. Mr. Wells' address commanded 
close attention to the end, and occasioned 
general applause at intervals. 


W. F. Oalhoun spoke tor an hour on 
the operation of the MoKinley bill, favor- 
ably comparing the protective system 
against the written history of the rain, 
ona effects of free trade in America. He 
alluded with particularity to the so- 
called Democratic "golden period" from 
1846 to 1860 when free trade prevailed 
and when factories were closed, people 
were out of work, and laboring men who 
could not get work and had to beg for 
soup at the charitable houses in New 
York, Philadelphia and other points. He 
showed up the hypocrisy of the Demo- 
cratic speakers, who are going about the 
country to get somebody interested in 
the Democratic party that is interested 
in nobody. He did not believe that the 
intelligent workingman would go to the 
polls on November 8th and vote himself 
out ot s job in order to aid free-trade 
England. 


Hon. William Qrascn. Oakley, was re- 


ceived with applause and spoke as a 
farmer and laboring manwbo knew by ex- 
perience what protection bad done for 
America.

Crop Conditions. 


The continued perfect weather has 


greatly advanced the late com, oo that, 
except in a few localities, it is pratooally 
beyond danger from frost. 
The early 


planted is being gathered, and much of 
t is already in shock. The reports indi- 
cate that the yield will range from 6X1 to 
17 per cent of an average crop, while in 
some locations where the grain 
planted early and under favorable con- 
UtionB, especially on high and well tiled 
ground, the yield will be much greater. 


The most discouraging report comes 


from La Salle county, the correspondent 
stating that it it is doubtful whether 
more than 25 per cent of an average crop 
will be, secured. 
In the northern acd 


central divisions, wheat seeding is near- 
ing completion, and in many counties it 
is beginning to come up, bnt needs rain. 


In tha southern counties the continued 


drouth has greatly retarded this work 
owing to the bard and dry condition ot 
the ground. Pastures and meadows 
wonld be greatly benefited by rain. In 
many sections, owing to the poor oondi 
tion ot the pastures, the farmers are com- 
pelled to feed their stock. The fruit 
crop, especially apples, is practically 
failure throughout the state. The Mo- 
Henry county correspondent sends the 
following reyort: "Such an entire failure 
of apples was never known here before 
As a rile there is, literally, not an apple. 


BDISON WINS. 


An Important Salt DccHod In Favor ol 


the Ztdison XUeotrlo Lla-nt Oo. 


NEW YoiiK, Oot. 5.—An Important 


decision was handed down yesterday 
morning by the United States cottn 
of appeals in the case of the Ed- 
ison Electric-Light Co against the 
United States Electric-Light Co., in 
an appeal of the latter from tin decree 
of the supreme court This decision 
granted an injunction, with an account- 
ing for profits and damages, on a patenl 
issued on an eleotrlc lamp January 27 
18PO. The decree is confirmed by the 
court of appeals, and judgment thus 
given in favor of Edison. 


The matter at issue Involved nothing 


leas than the monopoly of the manutac 
tnre of incandescent lamps. The decision 
means that the patent Involved, dated 
January 37, 1880, broadly covers the 
construction of the incandescent lamp 
at present manufactured and used for 
ordinary household electric lighting. 


The decision is to the effect that the 


patents in the suit arc founded on the 
Edison patents, which, the company 
has always held, containing the base 
of incandescent lamps. The court find 
that any known form of incnndoscen 
lamp, or any possible form of such 
lamp that can be made as far as can 
now be seen, is an Infringement on the 
patents held by the Edison company 
and that no other compan y or person 
can make such lamps, except under 11 
cense obtained from the Edison com 
pany.
